The EXPLANATION fe the FRONTISIE CE. 
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AccoRD ING to the definition of the Twelve Hovſes 
of Heaven, deſcribed by that moſt learned -and excellent 
philoſopher Morinus, the Life of Man may be divided into 
tour diſtin& periods, or ages, in ſome meaſure agreeable to 
the Plate; viz. The firſt Figure denotes Ian; the next 
ſignißes Youth; oppoſite to Youth is a figure of Maturity, 
or Marriage; above that is a firiking emblem of O.a Age. 
E. W. N. 8. the four Quarters of Heaven, The figure 
of a Man on Horſeback denotes +: «mes; the Ship, Trade 
and Commerce. The Sun in the center, according to Co- 
pernicus. Dragon's Head and Tail, Wheel of Fortune, 
and the Earth, indiſcriminately placed about the Center, 
The Planets are each placed in their own Houſes, as Jupiter 
in Piſces, &c. The Signs are emblematically placed on the 
Cuſps or Lines of the Houſes. In the conſtruction of Man 
we diſcover four Affections, viz. Life, Afton, Marriage, and 
Paſſion ; theſe agree with the Riſe, Perfection, Declination, 
and Termination, of all Things, and compriſe the whole 
Effects and Operations of Nature, But to be brief: Lefe, 
in the Syſtem of Nature, is regulated by the Eaſt angle of 
the Heavens, called the Aſcendant; A#ion, by the South 
angle, or Mid Heaven; Marriage, by the Weſt angle; and 
Paſſion, by the North angle of the Heayen]y Frame: And 
hence ariſe four Triplicities of the ſame-genus or generical 
nature, and twelve Houſes. The firlt Triplicity is of the 
Eaſtern angle, attributed to Infancy, called the Triplicity of 
Life, and includes the iſt, gth, and 5th Houſes, which hehold 
each other in a partile Trine. The ſecond Triplicity conſiſts 
of the angle of the Mid Heavrer, th and 2d Houſes; this 
appE@tains to Vigour and Attion, The third Triplicity has 
the government of the 7th, zd, and 11th Houſes; in this 
Stage of Lite, Man is joined in a Tic or Obligation, in , 
in Blood, and in Friendſhip. The foutth and lat Triplicity 
is that of Paſſion, and includes in it the 4th, 12th, and sth. 
Houſes ; and theſe conſtitute, as well as the reit, a partile 
Trine in the Equator: it comprehends the three claſſes of 
human afflictious; Decay of Life, Sorrow, and Death. 
Wherefore, according to the ſecond motion of the Planets, 
from Weſt to Eaft, an entrance is made out of the $th into 
the eth Houſe, which is the Houſe of Life in Cob, where 
the immortal Spirit muſt return to that Divine Being wac 
gare it, &e. x | .

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INTRODUCTION. 
Th E profeſſors of Aſtrology, in paſt 


ages, have ſent into the world various 
treatiſes on this celeſtial Science; and many 
of them have clogged their performances 
with inſuperable difficulties, and wrote in 
fuch an ambiguous ſtyle, that many perſons 
have been diſcouraged from engaging in it; 
and others, from the vulgar idea that it is 
pregnant with impoſture, and aided by dia- 
bolical compact: but nothing can be more 
abſurd, or remote from the truth, than 
theſe ſuppoſitions. To aſſiſt both claſſes, 
and remove ambiguity and error, this pre- 
ſent Work is undertäken, and reduced to 
as fmal} a compaſs as the nature of the ſub- 
ject will admit; for the moſt prejudiced 
perſons may be convinced that every judge- 
ment on Horary Queſtions and Nativities is 
founded on ſtrict truth and morality, and is

No- 
thing but the general ignorance of it, has 
made it myſterious and wonderful. In this 
enlightened age, when arts and ſciences are

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intereſt or reputation. In reſpe& to this 
noble Science, many perſons entertain the 
higheſt prejudices againſt it; but they are 
thoſe who have borrowed: their objections, 
and not thoſe who by an inveſtigation of the 
Art have found it either impious or pre- 
ſumptuous; but I muſt confeſs, that ignorant 
and illiterate perſons daily bring diſgrace 
on this Science by impoling on, the cre- 
dulous, and conſequently prejudicing the 
minds of men againſt it. Our limits will 
not permit us to ſay much in defence of it ; 
I ſhall endeavour to advance only a few 


arguments in its ſupport. 


The Science of Aflrology is nothing 


more than the ſtudy of Nature, the know- 
ledge of the ſecret virtues of the Heavens, 
and may be attained by common diligence ;

which we may be prepared ſor all ſtates of 
proſperity or adverſity, &c. &c. and learn 
to ſupport ourſelves with fortitude and re- 
ſignation. he Sacred Writings afford us 
great foundation for the truth of this Sci- 
ence: we read, God ſaid, Let there be light 
in the firmament of the heavens, to divide the 
day from the night; and let them be for ſigns 
and for ſeaſons, for days and for years. 
To whom could they be for fgns Not to 
brutes, but to men, who are capable of diſ- 


tinguifhing them, and improving by them. 


Can we, if we allow ourſelves leiſure to 
think, ſuppoſe that God made thoſe glorious 


bodies, many of which. are larger than the 


whole earth, and move in their orbs as ſo 
many other worlds, merely to twinkle'in the 
night? Have theſe celeſtial bodies no in- 
fluence but what we catch with our eyes in 
a Clear evening? If not, how are we to 
underſtand Juoo. v. 20. They fought from 
heaven; the flars in their courſes fought againſt 
Siſera? or the interrogation of Job by Gd 
himſelf, “ Canft thou bind the ſweet influences 
of the Pleiades, er looſe the bands of Orion? 
Canſt thou bring forth Mazzaroth in his ſca- 
ſon, or guide Arcturus with bis ſons Jos 
xxxviii. 31. Is it not evident theſe ſtars 
have their influences, which no man can

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reſtrain, and that all the hoſt of Heaven 
have their courſes, and bring to pals the 
purpoſes of God? The ancient philoſo- 
phers were unanimous in ſubſcribing to this 
opinion, and many learned authors in later 
ages have ſupported the ſame doctrine. 
Milton gives us a very ſtriking proof of his 
belief of the ſtarry influence, in his Para- 
diſc Loſt, B. X. 1. 656: 


— To the blank myon

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This doctrine ſeems to be founded upon 
that miraculous ſympathy in nature which 
is admirably manifeſted between the Moon 
and the Sea, by which that amazing body 
of water is conſtantly drawn after her, 
though no man ſees nor can conceive how. 
In theſe ſympathies there can be no doubt 
but the vegetative ſoul of the world inviſibly 
carries and unites a ſpecific virtue from the 
Heavens between one thing and another, 


every where working thoſe ſecret effects 
which no mortal can fail ro admire; and in 


the preſent caſe, who is to determine what 
this ſoul cannot effect between the heavenly. 


bodies and the animal fpirit of man, work- 
ing fuch ſympathies, as that a queſtion of 


importance to our welfare cannot ſtarr from 
the mind but in a point of time when the 
ſigns governing the perſon's 
irth are acting upon the ſubject that en- 
gages his thoughts and attention? And 
hence the Birth of the queſtion, like the na- 
tivity. of a child, carries the ſtory of the 
whole matter on its forehead. And if it 
be effential to man's welfare, to. be fore- 
warned of the lime and the judgement, as So- 
lomon declares it is, and ibat the wiſe man 
plain the Great Be 
ing has afforded means to abtain this know- 
ledge without a miracle; and theſe means

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may ſurely be by the Stars of Heaven re- 
ſponding our Horary Queſtions : and expe- 
rience continually affirms, day by day, that 
if is ſo. Not that trivial concerns ſhould be 
attended to by the heavenly intelligencers; 
as a glove loſt or hidden, &o. in ſport: 
No; the works of Providence are ſerious, 
and not to be made the ridicule of the in- 
confiderate, or to be made ſubſervient to 
our levity. 

In reſpe& to this Second Kaen pre- 
ume nothing is omitted that is eſſential to 
render it one of che completeſt pocket 
volumes on this Science yet made public; 
compriſing the very eſſence of Haly, Bona- 
zus, Lilly, and other learned men: indeed 
t contains the very marrow of this Art, 
with very conſiderable Additions, Improve- 
ments, and Examples, that will ſerve for 
che inſtruction and amuſement of young 
iudents.

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the Revelation of the Stars; and Aſtronothy 
is ſtudied in Perſia purely for the ſak. of it. 
The King and great Men will not undertake 
either pleaſure or buſineſs, without firſt con- 
ſulting an Aſtrologer; the bulk of whom 
receive from the King gifts to the amount 
of 200,0001. per ann. They give judge- 
ment principally from the Moon, and ſeem 
much to regard the Earth. The reaſon that 
the Aſtrologers have more ſkill here than 
. elſewhere, is, we are told, becauſe the Ai: 
is drier and purer; by which means they 
have a better opportunity of obſerving the 
motions and aſpects of the Stars. Thi: 
_ ſcience is the principal end of all their ſtu- 
dies; and a perſon is looked upon to the 
laſt degree ſtupid and ignorant, who ſpeaks 
flightly of it. Indeed, I perceive that in 
all things relative to it they are too ſuper- 
ſtitious. Entering into a detail of the 
enſuing Work I ſhall omit; as the Contents 
at the end, and Title, amply ſhew it. 
Without | troubling my Readers with : 
tedious Preface, I think the beſt and. ſurei!. 
mode of conquering the prejudices of every 
perſon, is to furniſh them With materials to 
judge for themſelves, that they may ſee on 
what foundation this Science reſts.

The conſtellations of ſtars which form the 


welve ſigns of the Zodiac, have a more powerful 


and obvious influence on man, than any of the 
other fixed ſtars; and the reaſon is, becauſe they

form the pathway of the ſun, moon, and planets, 
in all their peregrinations; and thereby receive 
from them a more powerful force and energy. 
And as theſe ſigns form a conſiderable part of the 
ſcience of Aſtrology, we ſhall conſider them under 
their various qualities and affections, both with 
reſpe& to their operation upon man's body, and 
upon the four ſeaſons of the year, Theſe figns 
are known or diſtinguiſhed by the following 
characters:

They are placed in this order, and divided into 
four equal parts, anſwering to the four quatters 
of the year; becauſe the Equator cuts and divides 
the circle of the Zodiac at the point beginning at 
Aries, and at the oppoſite point Libra, dividing 
the whole into two equal parts, conſiſting of fix 
northern, and fix ſouthern ſigns. But the reaſon 
why the Sun's courſe begins, and is reckoned from 
Aries, as tradition informs us, is, the Sun, when 
brought into exiſtence, was placed in this ſign: 
and this is a very rational conjecture, ſince the 
Spring quarter begins when the Sun enters Aries, 
and brings with it increaſe and length of days 
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all Nature then begins to multiply and flouriſh, 
and afſumes, as it were, a new reſurrection. 
Theſe fix northern ſigns terminate with Virgo; 
and the fix ſouthern commence with Libra. The 
northern ſigns have always been conſidered of a 
more efficacious and noble nature than the. ſouth- 
ern. Philoſophers have alſo aſſigned other reaſons 52 
which are beyond our limits to mention. 


We will now arrange the ſigns of the Zodiac 
under all their different qualities and forms; 
obſerving every ſign is divided into thirty equal 
parts, called degrees.; each degree divided into 
ſixty minutes; each minute into ſixty ſeconds, &.

Some ſigns are codtrovertible in their nature, 
according to their accidental ſituation in the Hea- 
vens; as It and M in the Eaſt, are hot and dry; 
» and m, hottiſh; f, cold and moiſt; vy, cold 
and dry.—In the Weſt, u m and yy are cold and 
moiſt; y cold, 4 hot and dry. Theſe qualities 
are quite neceſſary to be obſerved,” in Judging of 
the weather.

ACH of the ſigus poſſeſſes a particular effi- 
cacy and virtue peculiar to itſelf, or to that part 
of the Heavens wherein it bears rule: for as, 
upon Earth, all ground will not bring forth the 
ſame fruit; ſo in the Heavens, all places or parts 
thereof will not produce the ſame effects. Upon 
the Earth, a man in his journey rides over ten 
miles, more or leſs, upon the ſands; another time, 
{ome miles upon the clays; at another time, ten 
miles upon marle and gravel. Similar to this, 
the moſt accurate obſervations, appears to be 
ihe alternate variation of the heavenly matter;

fall ſtrongly into a fign, they quite change it:

The Head of the Dragon is maſculine, pars 
tacing of the nature of both Jupiter and Venus: 
but the Dragon's Fail is feminine, and of a di- 
rect oppoſite quality to the Head. Theſe are 
neither ſigns nor conſtellations, but are only the 
nodes or points wherein the Ecliptic is interſected 
vy the orbits of the planets, and particularly that 
»f the Moon; making with it angles of 5 degrees, 
minutes. One of theſe points looks northward, 
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the Moon beginning then to have northern lad. 
tude; and the other points ſouthward, where ſhe 
commences her ſouth latitude. But it muſt be 
obſerved, that theſe points do not always abidc in 
one place, but have a motion of their own in the 
Zodiac, and retrogradewiſe 3 minutes 11 ſecond; 
pertday ; completing their circle in 18 years and 
225 days; ſo that the Moon can be but twice n 
the Ecliptic during her monthly period; but at 
all other times ſhe will have a latitude or declina- 
tion from the Ecliptic. 


Mr. Lilly ſays, the Head of the Dragon is con- 
Hidered of a benevolent nature, and almoſt eqi- 
valent to one of the Fortunes; and when in aſpect 
to the evil planets, is found to abate their malig- 
nant effects in a very eminent degree. But the 
Dragon's Tail we have always found of an evil 
tendency ; whenever joined with evil planets, 
their malevolence is doubled; when joined with 
good, their beneficial influence is much abated. 


PART OF FORTUNE ®. 


Next to the Nodes, the Part of F ortune has 
its operations upon the twelve houſes, The 
point which we term the Part of Fortune, is the 
diſtance of the Moon's place from the Sun, added 
to the degrees of the Aſcendant. And the na- 
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ture of it is, as conſtant obſervation aſcertains, 
that if this point falls among fortunate ſtars, or 
in a fortunate part of the Heavens, then it pro- 
miſes great ſucceſs in health or wealth, honour 
or offspring, or any other ſpecies of proſperity, 
1s it is ſeated in the firſt, eleventh, or fifth houſes, 
or in any others. The reaſon of this appears to 
be, that the Sun, Moon, and Aſcendant, being 
the prime conduits through which the ſtream of 
life flows, this ſeat of the Part of Fortune is 
the harmony of all three, concentring and uniting 
in the ſame acts of benevolence,

1 The ASPECTS of the PLANETS. 


THE planets, by their continual 'motion 
through the twelve ſigns, do make ſeveral angles, 
rays, aſpects, or configurations: I ſhall only ſpeak 
of thoſe which are moſt forcible, denoted by the 
following characters, before mentioned; Con- 
junction 6, Sextile &, Quartile o, Trine a, 
Oppoſition 8. 


A Conjunction 6 is not properly an aſpect, 
though generally ſo called; for when two planets 
are-both in the ſame degree and minute of a ſign, 
they are ſaid to be in conjunction; conſequently 
cannot at that time be in aſpect to each other: 
this is either good or bad, as the planets are either 
friends or enemies to each other..

A Trine pet & is when any two planets are 
ſituated 4 ſigns, or 120 degrees, diſtant ; as Mars 
in 12 degrees of Aries, aud Sol in 12 degrees of 
Leo, are ſaid to be in Trine aſpects; and this is 
an aſpect of perfect love and friendſhip. 


The Oopoſition & is when two planets are dia 
metrically oppoſite, that is, 6 figns, or 180 de- 
grees, or one half of the circle, apart; and this 
an aſpect of perfect enmity, 


But although an aſpect eonſiſts of ſo many de- 
grees, as we have mentioned; yet planets are ai! 
to be in aſpect when they are not exact in the 
ſame degrees, but within the moiety of their obs : 
this is called a Platich Afpitt. A Partile Aſpect is 
when two planets are in a Per feet ect, in the 
ſame degree and minute. It muſt be always eare- 


fully obſerved, in thefe Platich Afpetts, whether 


the co-operation of the two planets is going off, 
or coming on with all its force and influence, 25 
that will materially affe& the matter under con- 
fideration, 
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This Table ſhews that each of the planets have 
two ſigns for their houſes, except the Sun and 
Moon, which have only one each: thus the houlcs 
of Saturn, are Capricorn and Aquarius; of Jusi— 
ter, Sagittary and Piſces; of Mars, Aries and 
Scorpio; of Venus, Taurus and Libra; Mercu- 
ry's houſes are Virgo and Gemini; the Sun, Leo; 
the Moon, Cancer. One of each of theſe houſcs 
is diſtinguiſhed by the name of Diurnal or Day- 
houſe ;. the other, by Nocturnal or Night-hou(, 
which is denoted by the letters D. N. in the table. 
In theſe ſigns or houſes the planets have their c- 
altations, as pointed out in the third column, viz. 
the Sun in 19 degrees of Aries, the Moon in 2 
degrees of Taurus; and ſo on. 


The twelve ſigns are divided into four Tripli- 
cities. The fourth column ſhews which of the 
planets govern day and night in that Triplicity : 
for example; oppoſite Aries, Leo, and Sagittary, 
are the Sun and Jupiter; which denotes the Sun 
governs by day, and Jupiter by night, in that 
Triplicity: in like manner, Venus rules the earthy 
Triplicity by day, and Luna by night; Saturn

whatever, it indicates proſperity and fucceſs to 
the perſon ſignified, or the buſineſs in hand, or

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If a planet be in his Exaltation, it denote: + 
perſon of majeſtic carriage, and lofty diſpoſition 
high-minded, auſtere, and proud. 


If a planet be in his Triplicity, the perſon w/!! 
be proſperous, and fortunate in acquiring pro- 
perty ; no matter whether born rich or poor, 
circumſtances will be promiſing and good. 


If a planet be in his Terms, it denotes a perſon 
to participate rather in the nature and quality of 
the planet, than in the wealth, power, dignity, 
and honour, indicated thereby. 


If a planet be in its Phaſes, and no otherwiſe 
fortified, though ſignificator, it declares the per- 
ſon or thing ſignified to be in great diſtreſs, danger, 
and anxiety, And thus in all caſes judgement is 
to be given, good or bad, according to the ſtrengih, 
ability, or imperfections, of the ſignificator. 


A planet is always eſſentially ſtrong, and 
operates with greater force, when he is poſite!, 
as we have deſcribed, in his Houſe, Exaltation, 
&c, &c. *

Now it muſt be obſerved, that the aſpects of 
the planets are projected, or caft contrary-ways, 
either forward in a line progreſſively with che 
ſign of the Zodiac, which are termed Sini!/c: 
Aſpects; or elſe backward, in à line reverſe t» 
the order of the Zodiac, Which are termed 
Dexter Aſpects; as appears at one view in the 
following Table. 
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In the foregoing Table, at the top of the third 
column, note the characters of the Aſpect, 
Sextile &, Quartile q, Trine A, and Oppo— 
ſition 9, as placed over the ſigns of the Zodiac: 
in the firſt, obſerve the words Dexter and Siniſter, 
and in the ſecond column, the ſign Y: theſe ate 
intended to ſhew that a planet poſited in Aries, 
would ſend his ſextile Aſpect dexter to Aquarius, 
and ſiniſter to Gemini; his quartile dexter to 
Capricorn, his ſiniſter to Cancer; his trine dexter 
to Sagittary, his ſiniſter to Leo; and would be in 
oppoſition to a planet poſited in equal degrees of 
Libra; and ſo on through the Table. It muſt be 
obſeryed, that the dexter AſpeRts are more pou- 
erful than the ſiniſter.

RETROGRADE, is when a planet appears to 
move backward, from 10 degrees, to 9, 8, 7, &c, 
nd ſo, contrary to the ſucceſhon of ſigus, out of 
Taurus into Aries; and 1s noted in the Ephemeris

CoMBUSTION; a planet is ſaid to be combuſt 
of Sol, when he is within 8 degrees, $0 minutes; 
of his body, either before or after their conjunc- 
tion; but a planet is more afflicted when apply- 
ing to his body, than when he is ſeparating from 
combuſtion,

- SEPARATION, is when two planets have been 
lately in conjunction, or aſpect, and are juſt ſepa- 
rated from it; as Saturn in 19 degrees of Libra, 
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auch Mercury in 12 degrees of Libra: here Mer- 
cury is ſeparating from a conjunction with Saturn; 
ut they are ſtill in platick conjunction fo long as 
they remain within their orbs.— The exact know- 
cage of the ſeparation of theſe aſpects is of the 
utmoſt conſequence in giving judgement upon 
various important occaſions. For example; ſup- 
poſe it were demanded whether a certain treaty of 
marriage would take place or not; when all the 
alpects are collected in the horoſcope or figure, 
and the two planets that are fignificators of the 
parties are found applying to each other in a con- 
unction, and in common or fixed figns, the mar- 
12ge may probably take place, in ſome length of 
time, If the fignificators are poſited in moveable 
ſigns, angular, and approaching ſwift in motion 
to a conjunction, it may then be conſummated in 
a very ſhort time; but if the ſignificators are ſe- 


parated from a conjunction only a few minutes of 


a degree, one may ſafely conclude that there have 
been great probabtlities, only a few days before,

Indeed we ſhould 
have inſerted the Table of Houſes, but it would 
have increaſed the bulk of this work without be- 
ing able to render the eſſential ſervice neceffary to 
dur Readers; as an Almanack or Ephemeris muſt 
alſo be had, which has the places of the Sun, Moon, 
and Planets. It may ſeldom happen that a figure 
15 wanted preciſely at 12 o'clock ; therefore it is 
neceſſary the young ſtudent ſhould know how to 
rectify the daily motions of the planets, ſo as to 
cre a true figure whenever required. 


It is no uncommon thing, with many readers, 
to paſs oveꝝ all tables, as difficult to underſtand ; 
but f1nce Mo information can be obtained in the 
practical part of this ſcience, without the Tables 
of Houſes calculated for the latitude of London, 
$1 deg, 32 min. which for horary queſtions will 
ſerve for any part of the kingdom without making 
any material difference in the aſpects of the 
planets, we can only ſay, that after a little ſtudy 
they will be found as eaſy to underſtand as the 
Ready Reckoner, or Trader's Sure Guide, 


The 
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Fhe uſe of the Ephemeris in ſetting a figure, 
is to point out the places of the planets at noon, 
whenever required; as we ſhall explain fully, 
The 12 Tables of Houſes are next to be referred 
to; and theſe are calculated to ſhew what degrcc; 
of each Sign poſſeſs the Cuſps or Lines of the : 2 
Houſes of Heaven. When the figure is ere&«., 
they begin in Partridge's Almanack with the Suns 
entrance into the fign Aries, andſhew his progr+(s 
through each degree of the 12 figns of the Zodiac. 
Now, for example, ſuppoſe it were required t9 
erect a figure for Saturday the 20th day of Avguit, 
1785, at 10h, 16 min. A. M. that is, 16 minutes 
paſt 10 o'clock in the morning: To begin to do 
this, I referto the aforeſaid almanack for the month 
of Auguſt, on the left-hand page *; and'oppoiite 
the 2oth day of the month, in the firſt wide co- 
lama, with the characters ©. K. printed at ihe 
top, I find 27. 45. Looking up agaih, 1 fee the 
ſign & or Leo printed facing Lammas-day, and 
9 K 30, which ſignifies that the Sun © was in 
9 deg. 30 min. of Leo, at 12 o'cloek'the'rſt d. 
of Auguſt; but on the 20th of Auguſt I perce: ve 
he is, as aforeſaid, in 27 deg. 45 min. in Leo, 
which indicates that at 12 0'clock'on the goth 
Auguſt he is in 27 deg. 45 min. of Leo exactly.

Ephemeris and Tables of Houſes. The Reader, 
by erecting a few figures, and practiſing a few 
hours, will ſoon find it come familiar tohim. Bur 
i 1t be ereted before noon or after noon, (except 
adding half a degree an hour to the Moon's place 
iF afternoon, or deducting half a degree an hour 
if in the forenoon,) the reſt of the planets may 
be ſet down as found in the Ephemeris, without 
making any material difference in horary queſtions.

Arr enquiries that are Garin and of fore 
importance, that come under the name of Hco::ry 
Queſtions, muſt neceſſarily relate either to things 
paſt, preſent, or 10 come, or to concerns that re 
were, notu are, or may be hereafter ; and the anſwer 
to ſuch queſtions muſt be either efential or acci- 
dental: The eſſential anſwer is always one of the 
three following, concerning which the enquiry i 
made; 1ſt, To be, or not to be? 2dly, either good 
or evil; 2dly, either true or falſe : Therefore, it 
the queſtion is real, and the matter rightly ſtated, 
the true anſwer, which is always ſhort, will be 
eaſily diſcovered by the following rules : 


The Accidental Anſwer is that which appertains 
to the accidents of the buſineſs in hand, and is 
always defined by where, when, how, or why ; and 
whoever attempts to extend his judgement beyond 
theſe limits, ſtrains art beyond its bounds: by this 
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Means many pretenders to Aſtrology fail ſhamefully 
n their undertakings. To avoid which, let the 
following Queries be attended to. 


The conſideration of the matter propoſed is 
taken from that houſe which has relation to and 
ſionification of the ſame; and this ſignification is 
either fomple: or compound. The ſimple ſignification 
of the houſes is that which hath relation ſingly to 
ihe perſon of the querent. 'Compound fignification 
is that which hath relation to the matter, or que- 
fited, The Querent is he or the that aſks the 
queſtion. "The matter, or queſited, is that about 
which the queſtion is propoſed, The fimple ſig 
1ification of the houſes is as follows: The 1 
touſe ſignifies the querent's life and perſon ; the

top, which ſhews that Venus rules the ſecond 
hour; and under 3 you find , which ſhews that 
Mercury rules the 23d hour after Sun-riſe And 
ſo of the reſt ; as the Table directs you. 


An Example of finding the Planetary Hour. 


Suppoſe it were required to find what planet 
Meth on Tueſday the. 31ſt day of July, 1777, at 
3 hours after Noon: I find his place in the Ephe- 
meris to be 18 deg. 5 min. of Leo: With this 
18 deg. I enter the Table, and guide my eye right 
on, umil I come at the planetary hours after 
Noon; and in the ſecond column for the After- 
noon, I find 2 hours, 29 min, after Noon. Then 
in the next column J fiud 3 hours 44 min. which 
includes the propoſed time; and at the top of the 
column I find 9, which ſhews that it is the gth 
planetary hour, which hath yet 44 min. to rule.
